The move- 
ment passed Into Scotland, crossed tho 
Cliaiinol Into Ireland, then went to France 
and .Switzerland, and. from Switzerland 
passed to Belgium, with Its Catholic and. 
Infidel population. It had gone to Hol- 
land, and spread IJscIf over that coun- 
try ; had gone to Germany, where It hiid 
many difficulties with the police, whose 
confidence it had now more or lees. se- 
cured, and where, In BclEtum alone,, 
there were now. something llko sixteen 
corps. It paused. Into Scandinavia, Den- 
mark npfl Finland. r|ght up to the wails 
of HI, Petersburg, Jt h"d gone further 
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north still, right away beyond Iceland, 
and' as he told his geographical friends 
sometimes, ir they did not hurry up the 
Army would get to the North Pole be- 
fore they did. '. 

''It had gone into* Asia, with its in- 
1 f'UHnly intcreating K!il:l!:as c£ Hindoos ; 
to Japan and iuva, and away to Aus- 
tralia, and New Zealand. It hod gone 
through the United States, through the 
West Indies, and elsewhere ; Into South 
Africa, right away iip among the gold 
mines of tho Transvaal, and the kraals 
of the Wnffirs end the' Zulus, up 10 tnc 
very gates ot hell, tiio Solvation Army 
was fighting for tho souls of men. 

"When he was hero threo years ago," 
the General ■ said, : " the Army wan nt 
work In forty countries ; now they were 
engaged In' forty-five. ' Then It had 3,256 
societies In these countries ; now It had 
6,873 ; an Increase of 2,wr. Three years 
ago there were a little, over 11,000 officers; 
to-day there are over 13,000. Three years 
ago thcro were 35,000 local unpaid officers; 
now there wero 41,000. There were held 
weekly 40,600 Indoor, and 31,000 outdoor 
meetings, with an average attendance ot 
5,900,000. There were - sixty training 
homes, with one hundred and forty 
schools, and the Army had flfty-one 
iiaivspapers and magazines, pub'lshed in 
eighteen different languages,, and having 
a weekly circulation of nearly a million 
copies.

"In connection with the' social side of

"The 
tears may bo 'a long, way down," sold 
tho General, "but we have found that the 
fountain ts not dried. Thousands of 
men and women have forgotten how to 
weep, but wc teach tlitm how to weep 
again." 

Such powerful oj"euments backed up 
by the colder hut conclusive statement ot 
gratifying, statistics, and such touching 
details as tho nnrratlve of the man whom 
after three hundred lashes hsd failed to 
soften, suceombed to tho Christian love 
of a Salvationist's sympathy, won- ths 
hearts of all. Not only was the "-work 
understood, hut the General himself took 
a deeper place In tho confidence and 
respect of his hearers. 

"iBn't ho wonderful !" one fashionable 
lady exclaimed Irresistibly. 

Tim uiiuirmnn at tne close ot the (.»en- 
eral's address, Invited anyone to ask the 
General a question bearing on the Social 
work, or any matter which may have 
suggested itso'f to their minds arising 
out of the General's observations.' 

His Bzccllcncy t|ic Earl of Abcraeen, 
rose to ask the General d question re- 
specting what the Army did for. the 
prodigal boys of the- wl!ds of the North 
West and other places. 

•'I will glvo you an Instance !" respond- 
ed tho General, In rising to reply, and 
forthwith told s.n up-to-date narratlvo of 
tho Army's dealincs with tlio wanderers, 

Tho General concluded with prayer u, 
gathering which must be productive of 
settled conviction on the questions for 
which the Army pleads, and for whleh 
It lights. 

Tho Mnss meeting In the Dominion 
Methodist Church was a superb effort 
and n high-water success. This can be 
applied to every aspect of it. The large 
and beiiutitul Inilldlnff wor crowded in 
every puru Two thirds of 'the audience 
had occupied places half an hour before 
the Stated time of commencement. Those 
who entered after that bad to be con- 
tented with standing room. Nearly every 
minister and Clirlsiian worker in the 
city were presont, fifteen to twonty mem- 
bers of both Houses of Pnrllnment. the 
leading citizens and representative men 
and women of every school of thought 
and religious Tiro. His Excellency the 
Governor General presided, and was ac- . 
companies) by her Ladyship the Countess 
of Aberdeen. Their Excellencies were 
supported by Sir Jnmos Grant, the Hev. 
Dr. SaunderB, etc!, etc. It was alto- 
gether a meeting In respect to the union 
of nil s«od' citizens Bucli cs. perhaps no 
other religious organization In the Do- 
minion could bring together. 

As a picture of human .sympathy, with 
a great caune. It was unique. The M. P. 
rubbed elbows with tho lumber man : 
His Excellency rejoiced In cnl'lng Colonel 
Lnwley hlB friend, arid shook hnnd.s with 
him as he stepped on to the platform, 
and Interrupted him In his solo ; the 
ministers and laymen hovered round 
the vestry to assure the General of their 
sympathy. Salvationists and church 
-membars acted as ushers— in fact, the 
p'nco was aglOw with the spirit of true 
brotherhood and warm, vigorous, spon- 
taneous, enthusiastic appreciation for the 
Army nnd Its lender. 

Hia- Excollency'o srtfrcli was filven 
without notes. He had come to the jrn- 
thMlnpj to sprak from his henrt. and 
His I.miTbMp Jlfl so rlphl nohly and 
eloquently. Ills speech wns historic In 
Us review of tho Army, flutlcrlnjr In Its 
acknowledgements of the Army as such, 
and unrestrained In admiration for the 
General and his eo-vorkcrs. It whb en- 
riched .with passages' of humor, and 



referring to the Army's mistakes— "the 
man that never made a mistake, never 
made, anything." His' Lordship made 
also some very pertinent observatlbna. 
such as that there had been agreat deal 
of cant spoken and written against the 
B. A, Th<S public had made a mistake 
about the Army. It had found out that 
the Army was doing good work, and 
hence public opinion— whleh tbV General 
afterwards satirised for its" fickleness— 
wos^to say almost universal on the side 
of that good work. 

Tho General's speech deserves to take 
rank aa among h [b finest His voice was 
In strong and elear condition, and al- 
though he spoke for one solid hour and 
a half, not a person deserted his or her 
place, and not an eye was diverted from 
Mb movement:: on IS™ p-aiiurm. Pro- 
portionate and Hymetrlcnl In arrange- 
ment, concise and clear In 1.1s statements, 
and. emphasis and facts, fiercely eloquent 
In his declarations of tho folly and ex- 
travagance of punishment as a means of 
reformation, logical in argument, heart- 
moving In his appeals to our humanity 
nnd Boul-convlctlng In his reference to 
the power by which the deeds of tho 
Army were accomplished— hts speech was 
a torrent that carried everything and 
everyone before It. 

The personality of the Oeneral's words 
was strikingly tn ovtdence, while clear- 
cut argument and- tclline Incldenl fol- 
lowed each other In quick succession In 
the compassing of hia wide' subject. The 
General was continually turning tbs end 
of some conclusive sentence straight Into 
present consciences, sometimes snlnt. 
sometimes" sinners were hit, sometimes 
ho gave truly n word of counsel and 
warning to hl3 own people—few went from 
those doors without having had some 
part at hlB spiritual anatomy riddled 
with the General's bullets of fiery search- 
ing truth.' His peromtloa was Inspired. 
In the light of a peculiarly forceful Il- 
lustration, wc saw the' vital soul necea- 
slttea which had" brought Christ to Cal- 
vary, given birth to tho Salvation Army, 
and aetuated the individual sacilllce of 
every- Christ follower and soul server- 
then for one brief moment, the Genera! 
carried his vast and almost breathless 
audience within sound of golden harps 
and angels' songs, and H li«wed sfresh to 
■ill tliuL any euort, .pain or earthly losing 
cannot If for one soul's salvation, be 
any other than eternally wonh while. 

"Something that wo can nil sing," 
asked Lord Aberdeen, as he rose to 
close this truly wonderful meeting. The 
Doxology . was started, whether by His 
Excellency or by Colonel Lawlcy It would 
ho hard to suy. Th© grand old praise 
sons burst with new feeling from Heart 
of peer arid citizen, ecclesiastic and Sal- 
vationist. 

Nsst morning found the General; the 
Field Commissioner and stnff again on 
board Iho cars, thlo time en route for 
Petcrboro, leaving behind hundreds ot 
Ottawa hearts beating hotter towards i hv 
Army and the Army's General: Adjt 
McLean and his soldier Ftnff who 
worked untiringly for the success have 
every reason to feel full of Joy. And 
they do !
